due courfe of law (except where 
the particular cireumftanecs of the 
cafe evidently made it neceSary 
te grant a new trial) have exer- 
cifed a power not delegated, or 
intended to be delegated to them 
by the conftitation. This mode 
of proceeding is an aſſumption of 
the judicial power in the laft re- 
fert, and renders nugatory that 
important artiele in the bill of 
rights which provides, That ia 
vall faits between man and man, 

the parties have g right to trial by 
Jury, which ought to be beid ſacred. 
It ſupercedes the neceffity of any 
other law than the pleafure of the 
Affembly, and ef any ether court 
^ tham themſelves: for it is an ime 
pefition on the fuitor, to give him 
the trouble of obtaining, after iev- 
eral exponfive trials a final jud 
ment agreeably to the known cl 
tabliſned laws of the land ; if the 
legiflature, bya (evereigo a& ean 
interfere, reverfe the judgment & 
deeree in fuch manper as they, 
unſattered by rules (hall thick 
proper.

N my younger days I ſtudied 
much how tə get the behefit 
of falt, to make the land yield its 
increaje ; to that end I put one 
peck of fait upon every loid of 
' meadow hay, as it was put into 
the barn, wh ch had a good effect 
both upon the cattle and the dung. 
And once when I bad {owed three 
bufhels of flaxſeed, the ground 
beng ſmooth and cizan, Í fowed 
three bufhels of fale, Which had a 
good effect; the flax was well 
cua ed, taller, and fuller of feed, 
than ever I had: any before: it 
was judged there were fifcy buflr 
els of feéd from the three acres, 
which, as flaxiecd fells now, at 53.

A Chactzw indian hav- 
ing one day expreffsd himsielf in 
the mo& reproachful terms of the 
French, and called the Collapiffas 
their dogs and their flaves, one of 
this nation exalperated at his inju- 
roius ax preſſions, laid him dead on 
the fpot, The Chactaws, the 
mof numerous and che molt war- 
like tribe on that continent, ime 
mediately few to arms: they fent 
duputies to New-Orleans co de- 
mand from the French governor 
the head of the savage whe had 
fled to him for protection: the 
governor offered prefencs as an 
uttonement, but they were reject- 
ed with diídain ; they threattned 
Io extirminate che whole tribe of 
the Collapiſſas, To pacity this 

‘fierce nation, and prevent the cfu- 
dion of blood it was at length 
found neceffary to delver.up the 
unhappy Indian. The eur Far- 
rand, commander of the German 
poſts, on the right of the Migifipi, 
was charged with this melancholy 
commiſſion; a rendezvous was in 
conlequence appointed between 
the ſetrlement of the Collapiffas & 
rhe German pofts, where the 
meurniul ceremony was conduct.
